‘She was a late bloomer in the (alt) modelling field 
and would have never expected as a teenager, that 
she'd become a professional model some day. As 
atter of fact, she was a quiet girl, always rea- 
ding and daydreaming. It was until she discovered 
the gothic scene, that she seemed to have found 
a crowd in which she belonged and music that she 
loved, She is still a very active member of the 
scene, attending and occasionally organising 
events and frequenting concerts and festivals. 











At 18, she started modelling for photography and 
fashion students and liked it so much that she 
never stopped modelling.

Acanon 6D, a 50mm and a 25mm lense and some 
random strobes, flashes and light formers — not 
much of a photo tech guy

To me beauty is what makes a person who they 
are. If the person is comfortable with being them- 
selves and showing that to the camera than to me 
that's beauty! 


What is more important today: mastering the ca- 
mera or Photoshop? 

Mastering the camera is very important! But kno- 
wing how to use Photoshop sure helps! 


What equipment do you use? Why? 

1 mostly use Nikon gear. My first camera was а 
Nikon. | grew very familiar with the way they feel 
and love the after image that they produce. 


In the digital era, can anyone be a photographer? 
| don't think everyone can but | would never dis- 
courage anyone from trying! Just like drawing, 
painting, or singing, not everyone can but that 
does not mean you shouldn't just because you 
are not a natural. Live your life and have fun! 


How important are wardrobe and make-up in the 
final result? 

Very important, if the time and effort is put into 
wardrobe and make-up before the shoot then less. 
time is spent after in post production. It also really 
helps so you can see exactly what you want to 
shoot in camera. 


Is there any person you specially would love to 
have in front of your camera? 

That's a tough one! There are so many people out 
there that | would love to have in front of the ca- 
mera. | would love to have Kate Beckinsale in 
front of the camera, she is my favorite actress 
ever. I would say Dani Divine or Jade Vixen would 
be my top models to have in front of the camera 
but there are so many wonderful models that | 
could never say no to any of them! 





And anyone you would not like to take portraits of 
at all?

Are you a fetish photographer and why? 
l actually started out as a nature photographer. | fell in 
love with the latex look, the way that a simple sheet of 
rubber could turn a model into a goddess or a divine 
creature from some other place. | also love that most 
fetish work is not mainstream. | did not want to follow 
the crowd, | want to be unique, and with fetish work you 
are free to express yourself in so many ways. 


How do you prepare your sessions? 

| spend a lot of time perfecting the wardrobe and expe- 
rimenting with light at home. | like to try out new tech- 
niques before hand so | am not wasting time in studio 
or on location trying to get a certain look achieved. 


Have you ever run out of inspiration during a photos- 
hoot? 

Sure, but luckily for me I work with awesome models 
and my wife is always a wonder with coming up with 
more inspiration!

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How would you describe yourself 

1 am somewhat of an obsessive; whatever | un- 
dertake, it really consumes me. | like to complete 
tasks and am never satisfied until | feel | have so- 
'mething mastered. 


Why a photographer? 

‘There is always something new to learn in photo- 
graphy, a new technique, a concept to develop. 
Every day has its own challenges to be mastered. 


Is the world ready for your photos? 

Some of them..hopefully | have new techniques 
‚and ideas to amuse, amaze or disappoint still to 
show. 


What did you study. 
1 studied optometry, which is the science of how 
light behaves and vision. 


What is your favourite theme? 
ove crossover themes, such as mixing latex with 
fetish, pinup or beauty 


Do you believe photography is underestimated 
‚and considered a minor art? 

‘Almost certainly it is under appreciated. Everyone 
with a phone or camera is a photographer. There 
are millions and millions of people on Instagram, 
putting out work that ranges from the banal to ge- 
nius level. When you study images it is clear so 
see that the smallest of minorities produce ex- 
Ceptional work, and an even smaller number of 
‘people produce work of a consistently high stan- 
dard. 


Was it difficult to gain the confidence of models? 
Certainly in the early days, when I was finding my 
feet it was quite hard as | had little confidence in 
my abilities. However with repeated practice | ac- 
quired more confidence which made it easier to 
relate to models, and them to me. I generally know 
early in a shoot whether | am going to have to 
work hard to develop an empathy or if it is present 
from the outset. 


What makes you different from other photogra- 
phers? 

This is a difficult one to answer. Whether we like 
it or not, we each develop a certain style. | have 
had several models mention that they can always 
identify one of my images, even И it is not signed. 
For a time | made a conscious effort to change my 
style and realised it was not happening, so al- 
though my work slowly evolves | have been less 
concerned to completely change it. 


What do you prefer: taking many photos or a few 
and spending more time on each one? 

When | started | spent time taking lots and lots of 
images, and hoping that there were gems in there. 
These days | have a clearer idea of where a shoot 
is headed, so once | feel we have nailed a shot | 
like to move on. So nowadays | probably manage 
to tackle more looks, yet take less images in a 
session. 


What is your definition of beauty? 
Enhanced reality, elegant sensuousness 


What is more important today: mastering the ca- 
mera or Photoshop? 

They complement one another and are equally 
important. Every day | learn something new about 
one or the other. 


What equipment do you use? Why? 
In the studio | use Nikon cameras and lens: 
Bowens/Westcott lighting. 





At this point it would be too costly to start over, 
and keeping to Nikon has allowed me to upgrade 
over time as needed. If money were no object I'd 
probably upgrade to newer lights that would allow 
remote control of power. 


In this digital era, can anyone be a photographer? 
Of course; indeed everyone already is. As discus- 
sed earlier, the standard of photography can vary 
greatly. An iphone user with a keen eye will inva- 
riably produce more interesting work than an 
equipment fanatic who is more concerned with 
pixel count than the end result. 


How important are wardrobe and makeup in the 
final result? 

Makeup and styling is tremendously important - 
it takes a photoshoot to another level. 


Any person you specially would like to have in 
front of your camera? 
Pretty much any performer 


Anyone you would not like to take portraits of at 
all? 


There have only been a couple of ‘divas’ over all 
the years | have been shooting, and aside from 
them I can't think of anyone else. 


B&W or full colour pictures? Why? 

Over time | have grown to love monochrome more 
and more. It simplifies tones, putting the empha- 
sis more on the subject . 
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You're a fetish photographer; why? 
Гат not sure | am a fetish photographer; | consider myself а 
photographer, but | shoot in various genres - | have fun even 
when shooting for e-commerce and travel, but get more passio- 
nate and willing to take longer to achieve a particular result 
when itis fetish. 


How do you prepare your sessions? 

This varies enormously? Sometimes the models turns up with 
outfits and we experiment as we go; other times we have put a 
moodboard together in advance so we have an idea of which di- 
rection we are headed. 


Do you ever run out of inspiration during a shoot? 
Generally the point at which inspiration runs dry is the point 
when the photoshoot has run its natural course. Most times 
when inspiration is flowing, time runs out long before the ideas! 


Do you like sharing all pictures, or do you keep some only for 
you? 

The ideal is for images to be seen, which is why I really love Ins- 
tagram. will only share my completed images, so probably less 
than 1% get seen. However | often return to an earlier shoot and 
discover an image that | decide is worthy to retouch and publish, 
sometimes even years after the initial photoshoot. | never keep 
images specifically for my own viewing. 


Can feelings be portrayed? 

There is no doubt that feelings and emotions can be portrayed 
in an image. | do set out in some shoots to portray emotions, 
but often just shoot an idea to see where it leads. 


What is the most tedious task in photography? 

Probably retouching many hundreds of e-commerce image for 
a catalogue. Each image has to be colour corrected, cut out on 
white, centred up and any imperfections removed, to magazine 
standard, generally within a very tight timeframe. | enjoy the 
work, but after a week of the same taskday after day, the en- 
joyment does wear thin! 


Have you ever dreamed something and when waking thought "I 
have to express it though a picture”? 

My most successful ideas have come through conscious 
thought... don't think I have ever been blessed with dreams that 
would translate well into visuals. The nearest | came was a line 
of squashy ducks ascending a spiral incline, and that really 
would not make for a riveting image. 


Do you have any goals in photography? 

I'd love to shoot for more latex and lingerie companies. Shooting 
on location has its own challenges, and it would be great to work 
with more companies, on location. I find that the bigger the cha- 
lenge the higher you raise your game.
